Council backs sports 
club’s expansion plan 


PLANS to build a second cricket ground 
to serve the town’s growing club have 
been backed by Haverhill Town Council. 

The proposal for the new ground, 
revealed last week, would enable 
Haverhill Cricket Club to start teams for 
women, provide facilities for local schools 
and welcome new members. 

At a meeting on Tuesday, councillors 
unanimously agreed to pledge a grant 
worth £8,400 to the project. 

This will be released when a legal agree¬ 
ment is made over the proposed site in 
Calford Green. 

Speaking after the meeting Michael 
Rinaldi, grounds and facilities officer at 
the club, said: “It is great news and it will 
allow us to continue on the upward trend 
for the club. 

“We will get to work pretty much as soon 
as we get the grant. There’s lots of work to 
do, and it won’t be ready until 2016.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, 
expressed concerns about whether or not 
there was an agreement in place for the 
land before they made their decision. 

At the meeting, Greg Street, Sunday 2nd 
XI Captain, told councillors that a verbal 
agreement was in place with Charles 
Gurteen, who owns the land earmarked 
for the club, and that a legal agreement 
would go ahead pending the success of 
the grant. 

The land is to the rear of Mr Gurteen’s 
property. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, he said: 
“This was my way of supporting the 
town.” 

The Gurteen family also donated the 
town’s first cricket pavilion around 150 
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years ago, Mr Gurteen added. 

Councillors heard of the club’s develop¬ 
ment over recent years - and were also 
told about members who have been 
forced to play the sport elsewhere due to 
lack of facilities. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, praised 
the plan and spoke of recent donations 
made to Haverhill Gymnastics Club, 
Haverhill Rugby Club and the communi¬ 
ty sports partnership by the town coun¬ 
cil. 

He added: “We need to see this club in 
the context of not the 27,000 people who 
live here today, but the 37,000 who will be 
here in 10 years time. 

“We will need the larger facilities as the 
town expands.” 

In total, the project will cost over 
£40,000. 

Money has already been given to the 
club, which has more than 130 members, 
by private donors. 

Fundraising events will take place so 
members can raise money themselves. 

Cllr Pat Hanlon praised the club for its 
low membership fees - but also implored 
those in charge to keep them that way. 

Weekend season fees for seniors cost 
£75, and membership for juniors and stu¬ 
dents is £35.

He said: “Staff are very reluctant to 
undertake that kind of action, and they 
responded from the picket line. 

“We had a phenomenal response from 
the public with people asking to sign a

petition. People are understanding about 
the problems that we face.” 

Between 20 and 30 people stopped on 
Monday to talk to staff on Camps Road. 

Up until Friday, staff will not take on any 
voluntary overtime, Mr Martin added, and 
said that all staff will be taking their 
unpaid breaks instead of working through. 


Council’s work to 
retain quality status 


A NEW awards scheme has been 
launched to celebrate the very best 
local councils. 

At a meeting on Tuesday, Colin Poole, 
town clerk, told town councillors what 
they must do to help Haverhill’s local 
authority retain its quality council 
award, gained under an old-style 
scheme. 

The clerk has made recommenda¬ 
tions on how to meet the standards 
required in the Local Council Award 
Scheme, which has three levels. 

He said: “The engagement with the 
public and and publicising the work of 
the council do feature quite heavily. 

“We are certainly going to need to 
look at how we go about enagaging 
with the general public and getting 
people involved with decision-making 
and consultations.” 
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The Local Council Award Scheme 
has a Foundation Award, Quality 
Award and Gold Award. The first two 
awards need to be achieved for the 
council to keep quality status. 

Improvements to the website and the 
creation of an annual action plan are 
just some of the tasks required by 
Haverhill Town Council to meet this 
standard. 

Mr Poole suggested that a “task and 
finish” forum is formed to look at the 
way they communicate with local 
people and help the community plan 
for the future. 

Cllrs Maureen Byrne, Pat Hanlon, 
Betty McLatchy, Barry Robbins and 
Clive Turner volunteered to sit on the 


temporary committee, which will be 
formed at a later date. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr Turner 
said: “There is evidence of helping the 
community plan for its future. 

“We have already got some evidence 
for the Vision 2031 document, Vision 
2020 that came before that and we 
have had a number of other things 
going on like the pilot scheme we 
helped kick off last year. 

“We are hailed by many other coun¬ 
cils as an example they want to fol¬ 
low.” 

This committee may also be tasked 
with looking at how the council publi¬ 
cises activities whether this is through 
an annual report, news bulletins or 
online publications. 

This is required to achieve the 
Foundation Award. 


Seven detained 

SEVEN suspected illegal immigrants 
were detained at the Days Inn 
Haverhill on Friday. 

Three men, four women, and a 
4-year-old girl, all believed to be from 
Iran, arrived at the hotel, on Phoenix 
Road, at around 10am. 

Essex police attended the scene and 
the people were passed to the Border 
Force. 

Donna Revell, general manager, said 
they spoke “very little English” but 
indicated that they wanted staff to call 
the police. 

She said: “We did as they asked and 
called the police. 

“The people looked absolutely 
exhausted. 

“We sat them down and they were no 
bother whatsoever.” 


Spring cleaning 

MEMBERS of ONE Haverhill are work¬ 
ing with Haverhill Town Council and 
Suffolk County Council to organise a 
“spring clean”. 

The initiative to smarten up the 
town will include a number of odd 
jobs, such as cleaning the moss from 
signs and removing posters stuck to 
lampposts. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, and 
Colin Poole, town clerk, updated town 
councillors on the board’s work on 
Tuesday. 

Cllr Andre said: “We are working 
with community ambassadors and 
Suffolk County Council highways to 
establish a process that will allow us 
to set up volunteer times and send 
them out to do these jobs that will 
make a difference.” 


Bug shuts school 

A PRIMARY school was forced to 
close last week following a sickness 
bug. 

Burton End Primary Academy 
closed last Friday so the building 
could undergo a deep cleaning. 

A statement on the school’s website 
said: “Since the numbers affected 
are so high we have taken advice 
from the Health Protection Agency 
who advised us to close the school.” 

Both pupils and staff were suffer¬ 
ing from the bug, the statement said, 
and 48 hours would be required for 
the bug to clear. 

The school reopened as normal on 
Monday. 

A spokesman said: “We’re grateful 
to our parents for their support and 
understanding.” 
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Dad’s plan to join the fight 
against ISIS in Middle East 





A FATHER-of-one has spoken of his 
determination to fight ISIS in Iraq 
and Syria. 

Scott Macleay, from Haverhill, said 
he is “under no illusions” about 
becoming a YouTube clip if captured 
by the Islamic terrorists, whose latest 
beheading video shows the graphic 
aftermath of the murder of US aid 
worker Peter Kassig. 

The 32-year-old former private 
schoolboy wants to join the Kurdish 
People’s Protection Units, known as 
the YPG, despite having no formal 
military training, barely any links to 
Kurdistan and a 2-year-old daughter 
he adores. 

But Mr Macleay, who has already 
been to the region this year in a failed 
attempt to join the YPG, said he can¬ 
not stand by and do nothing when the 
Kurds are being subjected to “abso¬ 
lutely disgusting” treatment, includ¬ 
ing torture, rape and crucifixion. 

Speaking exclusively to the 
Cambridge News he said: “Don’t get me 
wrong, I’m under no illusions. I’m not 
crazy, I don’t have a death wish, this is 
not some redemptive crusade or any¬ 
thing like that. The medical care over 
there is pretty much non-existent, hel¬ 
mets are pretty much non-existent, 
there’s hardly any body armour. 

“I’m also under no illusions that if 
I’m captured by ISIS then I will

become a YouTube clip. I have fully 
researched and appraised the 
situation and I know exactly what I’m 
getting into. 

“Am I scared? I’m not going to lie, I’m 
a human being at the end of the day. I 
have emotions like everybody else, but 
I don’t feel I can stand by and do noth¬ 
ing.” 

His plans have come to the attention 
of counter terrorist police after he 
tried to raise money for equipment 
through crowdfunding website Go 
Fund Me. They have visited him and 
warned him of the dangers. 

Mr Macleay, who has contacts in Iraq 
and Syria and says he has had some 
firearms training, is examining his 
legal position, but remains deter¬ 
mined to go, saying he could not for¬ 
give himself if ISIS members and their 
associates targeted innocent people 
such as his family in terrorist attacks 
at home. 

“The way I see it is the more of them I 
can stop over there, the better,” he 
said. “I’ve got everything to live for, 
but it has lit a fire in me that I just can¬ 
not douse. I’ve already attempted to go 
over there once and I’m actually lucky 
that I made it back alive and that still 


didn’t quell the fire in me.” 

The News understands it is not illegal 
to travel abroad and fight for the YPG, 
although there are other Kurdish forc¬ 
es it would be illegal for him to join. 

Suffolk police declined to comment 
other than to say officers had been to 
visit Mr Macleay to offer him advice as 
laid out by the Foreign Office. 

The YPG is the militia in Syria 
defending Kurdish-controlled territo¬ 
ry against ISIS, who are using extraor¬ 
dinary violence on anyone who tries to 
block their attempts to establish a cali¬ 
phate in the region, as well as towards 
those who offer no resistance whatso¬ 
ever, including British aid worker 
David Haines. 

Mr Macleay, whose father fought in 
the Gulf War, hopes to get to Kobani, 
the town on the Syrian side of its bor¬ 
der with Turkey that has been under 
siege by ISIS since September. 

He said the hardest thing about the 
deployment was leaving his daughter 
Mia behind for up to a year, but hoped 
she would one day understand. 

“There are children her age dying 
every single day, people like her mum 
being raped and tortured and killed, 
people like her grandparents being 
hanged and crucified and beheaded. 

“So I would like to think that as she 
gets older she will understand it wasn’t 
for selfish reasons.”

Town unites against loan 
sharks in awareness week

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FAMILIES are being warned about 
the dangers of illegal lending in 
the run up to Christmas. 

Haverhill’s councillors, organisa¬ 
tions, police officers and residents 
have pledged a zero tolerance poli¬ 
cy to illegal lenders, with a loan 
shark awareness week. 

A charter signing, led by town 
mayor Cllr Roger Andre and part¬ 
ner agencies, took place on Monday. 

The England Illegal Money 
Lending Team has brought the ini¬ 
tiative to town. 

Cllr Andre, said: “During and 
beyond this week, it is important 
we send a clear message to loan 
sharks that their actions will not be 
tolerated and we will do everything 
in our power to bring them to jus¬ 
tice.” 

As well as highlighting the dan¬ 
gers of using the lenders, the 
awareness week will promote 
alternative organisations like the 
town’s Citizens Advice Bureau, 
Eastern Savings and Loans Credit 
Union and REACH Community 
Projects. 

Throughout the week, partners 
have been visiting schools accom¬ 
panied by mascot Sid the Shark, 
training frontline staff and run¬ 
ning an educational quiz, with a 


£100 prize. 

Tomorrow, a drop-in market stall 
is running from 8am and 4pm. 

Cllr Tony Brown said the project 
was a “great way” of highlighting 
loan sharking at a time where fam¬ 
ilies may feel it necessary to bor¬ 
row. 

It is also supported by Suffolk 
County Council, Trading 
Standards and the constabulary. 

Sasha Watson, community 
engagement officer for Suffolk 
Trading Standards, said similar 
schemes have been successful 
across the county, and in some 
cases have led to arrests 

She said: “It’s great to be able to 
have a scheme in Haverhill. 

“It is the time when people are 
needing money, and when they are 
looking around for money coming 
across a loan shark is easy. 

“It’s quite often someone in the 
community. 

“It’s about making sure that peo¬ 
ple are aware of the credit union, 
but also making sure that if you are 
in trouble or need advice you can 
go to the CAB.”

Work needed 
on rail link bid 


A RAILWAY will only return 
to Haverhill if the town 
“steps up to the plate”, a 
councillor has said. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Cambridge to Colchester Rail 
Project on Monday Cllr Tony 
Brown urged members to 
involve local authorities, MPs 
and LEPs as soon as possible. 

Cllr Brown, who sits on both 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
and Suffolk County councils, 
recently attended the Suffolk 
Rail Conference, held on 
November 14. 

Haverhill, he said, was 
“nowhere on the radar”. 

“I think the way forward for 
us is to arrange a meeting 
with Suffolk County Council, 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, Matthew Hancock 
and Mark Pendlington,” Cllr 
Brown said. 

“We need to bring it home 
what we want to do, and see if 
they are going to back us oth- 
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erwise we are all wasting our 
time.” 

As well as focusing on sta¬ 
tion improvements and faster 
line services, priorities for the 
county discussed at the rail 
conference included an hour¬ 
ly service from Ipswich to 
Peterborough, a half-hourly 
service from Ipswich to 
Cambridge and a half-hourly 
service from Ipswich to 
Lowestoft. 

There was no emphasis on 
West Suffolk, the councillor 
said. 

“As a group we have got to 
up our game to get people 
involved,” he added. 

“Ninety-nine per cent of the 
people in this town are 
behind us, we don’t have to 
convince them.” 

Cllr Brown also suggested 
that the group discusses dif¬ 


ferent possibilities for a route 
through Haverhill, which is 
reflective of how the town is 
now. 

Alan Alexander, of 
Cambridge to Colchester Rail 
Project, presented his own 
proposal which he hopes the 
group will adopt going for¬ 
ward. 

It would make sense for the 
town to be included in an 
extension of East West Rail 
Link from Oxford to 
Cambridge, he said. 

An eastern extension would 
allow intermodel and freight 
trains to operate further, tak¬ 
ing traffic away from the 
roads, Mr Alexander added, 
as well as presenting passen¬ 
ger opportunities.

Man, 78, died of asbestos-related illness 


A HUNDON man died three 
months after being diag¬ 
nosed with an asbestos-relat¬ 
ed disease, an inquest has 
heard. 

Alan Douglas, 78, of Lower 
Road, died on October 14. 

Mr Douglas first went to the 
GP in April complaining of 
fatigue and weight loss. 


In July, he was admitted to 
West Suffolk Hospital for 
eight days while tests were 
carried out. 

An inquest, held last week in 
Bury St Edmunds, heard the 
pensioner was suffering from 
mesothelioma. 

Mr Douglas had smoked for 
30 years and previously 


worked near a building site 
where asbestos was being 
removed, the inquest was 
also told. 

Dr Dan Sharpstone, assis¬ 
tant coroner for Suffolk, 
recorded that Mr Douglas 
died from an industrial dis¬ 
ease.

BRIGHTLY coloured designs depict¬ 
ing Haverhill's history will be mount¬ 
ed in a town centre churchyard. 

The artwork, created by schoolchil¬ 
dren, was revealed to the public on 
Friday as part of a revitalisation pro¬ 
ject for St Mary’s. 

The project, a partnership between 
Haverhill in Bloom, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and the Diocese of St 
Edmundsbury and Ipswich, will be 
complete in spring 2015. 

Undergrowth has already been 
pulled up in the churchyard and work 
has begun to uncover and restore old 
gravestones. 

The area will be completely filled 
with new plantings and new lights will 
also be put in. 

Rev Manette Crossman, Curate in 
the Haverhill & Withersfield Benefice, 
said: “[The children] are really pleased 
with what they have done and we want 
them to have a bit of ownership over 
it.” 

She added: “It is such an improve¬ 
ment and we are really pleased with it. 
“I hope it will be a really important 
part of Haverhill.” 

The project will also improve the 
backdrop for wedding photographs 


and baptism parties, Rev Crossman 
added. The artwork is based on photo¬ 
graphs provided by the Haverhill 
History Society, and masterminded by 
Becky Baldwin, art teacher at Castle 
Manor Academy, and Daisy Hopkins, 
teacher at Samuel Ward. 

Permission was given by Christopher 
Gurteen to mount the artwork on the 
yard’s back and side walls. 

The walls belong to the Gurteen 
building. 


Mr Gurteen said: “I have been trying 
to get something done to this church 
for about the last 50 years, I think, and 
I am so pleased something is happen¬ 
ing.” 

It is possible that benches may be 
installed in the area, and the possibil¬ 
ity of CCTV is also being explored. 

Visitors to the launch of the project 
on Friday could also view historic pic¬ 
tures of the church and surrounding 
buildings, and a landscape plan for the 



whole area. 

Cllr Tim Marks, Haverhill in Bloom 
secretary, added: “I think it’s really 
important to have community involve¬ 
ment.” 

The work is being funded by St 
Edmundsbury council and the project 
is also supported by grants from 
Haverhill Town Council, ONE 
Haverhill and Haverhill in Bloom.

He said: “Good shop front 
design is not only good for an

individual business, it also 
adds to the character and 
vitality of the whole retail 
area. 

“We have some unique areas 
in our towns and villages, 
with a blend of old and mod¬ 
ern buildings, which calls for 
carefully-considered, appro¬ 
priate design.” 

As it stands, the guide 
describes a “good shop front” 
as one which attracts shop¬ 
pers and adds “interest” to 
the street scene. 

It should also compliment 
the building it is part of, and 
enhance the surrounding 
area, not dominate it. 

Shops are defined as “com- 
merical premises having a 
fascia design or display” 
including non-retail premises 
in a shopping area. 

This includes banks, restau¬ 


rants and betting shops. 

Cllr David Bowman, the 
cabinet member on Forest 
Heath District Council, hailed 
the document as a way to 
increase economy through 
enhancing the region’s retail 
areas. 

He said: “An attractive street 
will encourage shoppers and 
visitors to stay, spend - and 
come back to the town centre 
again.” 

The guide will not set out 
specific styles, but will inform 
business owners of designs 
and changes the councils feel 
are appropriate.

W ARM and chatty, 
Pippa Wauthier is 
great company. A 
keen sportswoman and a 
teacher of deaf children, she’s 
led a full and fascinating 
life and, as we sit talking 
on her cosy sofa, I forget 
within seconds that she has 
dwarfism. 

“I’m about the height of a 
7-year-old child,” says Pippa. 
“I’m 4 ft 4, and my husband 
Emmanuel’s about 4ft 2. We’re 
just like everybody else, only 
shorter! I can do lots of things 
that other people can do -1 
just might need to do them in 
a different way” 

Do people stare at her? 
“Children nearly always do, 
adults sometimes do, and 
some people, particularly 
teenagers, don’t think twice 
about shouting things like 
‘oompa-loompa’ or ‘midget’. 

It doesn’t happen all the time, 
but when it does, I don’t think 
you’re ever ready for it. 
“Society’s got a lot better at 


They may have dwarfism, but Pippa and 
Emmanuel Wauthier don’t let their short stature 
hold them back. Last year they won 16 medals 
at the World Dwarf Games, and now, Pippa tells 
Emma Higginbotham they have set themselves 
a new challenge - adopting a child with dwarf¬ 
ism from China. 


accepting people of different 
cultures and races, and some 
disabilities: children are 
taught not to point and stare 
at people in wheelchairs. But 
people with dwarfism have 
always been portrayed as 
munchkins, or beings in furry 
costumes, and you still have 
pantomimes like Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs over 
Christmas, where children 
are taught to laugh when they 
walk on stage. So there is still 
a stigma.” 

Born in London in the late 


60s, as a baby Pippa says she 
looked “perfectly normal. 

I was a normal weight and 
length, and my parents are 
average height.” 

Her father’s job as a linguist 
took the family to Brussels, 
where she began school aged 
3, “and it was the teachers 
there who picked up that I was 
shorter than everyone else. I 
don’t know why my mother 
never noticed.” 

Pippa was diagnosed with 
cartilage-hair hypoplasia, a 
rare genetic disorder of bone

growth. But her parents weren’t 
fazed: “They just wanted to do 
the best that they could for me. 
And they’ve always felt that I 
have a lot to be thankful for, 
and there’s always someone 
worse off than you.” 

The family moved to 
Cambridge when she was 
7, “and I had a pretty good 
childhood. Bullying does 
happen, and nowadays it’s 
probably dealt with better 
than it was then, but I don’t 
remember having too much. 

“I went to St Mary’s and 
absolutely loved it. I played 
hockey and table tennis, and 
they put me in the rounders 
team because nobody could 
bowl to me! People would 
either throw it over my head or 
they’d roll it along the floor, so 
I would get three no-balls as 
half a rounder.” She laughs. “So 
I loved school. I loved learning, 
and I was quite popular. It was 
a very happy time for me.” 

A less happy time was 
starting at Hills Road Sixth 
Form College which was, she 
says, “a bit of a shock. To be 
honest I really hated it for a 
year. It was overcrowded and 
heaving with people who were 
about six foot tall. For me, 
crowds are horrible things.” 

Dealing with negative 
reactions was something 
new too. “It’s a really difficult 
disability, because when you’re 
a child you’re just the cutest 
thing since sliced bread, and 
everyone thinks you’re super- 
clever because they don’t 
realise you’re 10 when you 
look 5. 

“But when you hit your 
teens, people start to stare 
- and you’re not used to the 
stares. You don’t really get it 
until your friends suddenly 
shoot up and become quite 
pretty. Suddenly no clothes 
fit, everybody is getting 
boyfriends, and you just look 
really different. Suddenly 
you’re not cute any more, and 
you’ve got to deal with being 
the butt of people’s jokes. It can 
be really upsetting - and quite 
shocking - when it suddenly 
starts to happen.” 

Thankfully, life at Hills Road 
improved, and Pippa went 
on to study at Manchester 
University, where she trained to 
teach deaf children - a job she 
adores. 

“It’s quite a good parallel, 
really, in that people tell 
children that they can’t do 
something because they’re 
deaf, and they’ve said to me: 
‘You can’t do that because 
you’re too short’. So I know how 
they’re feeling.” 

In fact Pippa has faced 
discrimination throughout 
her working life. One head 
teacher told her that she 
should work in a nursery, as the 
‘infrastructure would be better 
suited to her’; she’s even been 
cut off group photographs 
in company brochures. “And 
the best interview I ever had 
was over the phone,” she says. 
“On the phone I’m 6ft tall! So 
getting through life can be a 
battlefield. But never judge 
a book by its cover. Never 
underestimate anybody.” 

For Pippa, love came late 
in life when she ran into 
Emmanuel at the World Dwarf 
Games in 2005. An engineer for 
Jaguar Land Rover, Emmanuel 
has achondroplasia, the most 
common form of dwarfism. 

“I never met anyone that 
I wanted to be with before I 
met him,” she says. “We just 
spotted each other. He came 
and watched me playing table 



tennis; I was playing against 
his friend, and it was a bit 
confusing because I didn’t 
know if he was supporting me 
or her! Then I watched him 
playing hockey, and at the 
end of the week I stayed on 
with a couple of friends so we 
could tour around Paris, and 
Emmanuel came and drove us 
everywhere we needed to go 

The couple married in 2010, 
and have continued to take 
part in sporting events around 
the globe. Last year they won 
16 medals between them at 
the World Dwarf Games in the 
USA, and Pippa runs the south¬ 
east division of the Dwarf 
Sports Association. 

They live in a specially- 
adapted bungalow in 
Cambridge, with low-level light 
switches, kitchen counters and 
bathroom equipment, and 
have pedal extensions so that 
they can drive cars. 

But life as a little person 
does have its challenges 
- particularly doing die 
shopping. “Pushing a trolley 
is a nightmare. It comes up 
to here,” she says, indicating 
her neck. “And I can’t reach 
anything! I generally rely on the 
kindness of the public. We talk 
about the public being rude, 
but 95 per cent of them are not. 
In this country people are very 
kind.” 

Keen to start a family, 
the couple tried to have a 
baby naturally, “but nothing 
happened; your fertility just 
drops off when you hit 40,” says 
Pippa. 

“For couples with dwarfism, 
it’s a lot harder to have 
children,” she adds. “If two 
people with achondroplasia 
want to have a family, there’s 
a 50 per cent chance the baby 
will have dwarfism, a 25 per 
cent chance the baby will be 
of average height, and a 25 per 
cent chance that the baby will 
die. We know people who have 
lost babies, and there’s only 
so much heartache you can 
take, so adoption is part of our 
culture, really.” 

That’s why they’re now on a 
journey to adopt a child with 
dwarfism from China, where 
the orphanages are bursting 
with abandoned children 
hoping for a home. “There’s 
still a social stigma associated 
with people with difference 
or disability in China,” 
explains Pippa. “They’re very 
unfortunate in that they don’t 
celebrate difference like we’re 
increasingly doing in the 
western world.” And for those 
children, the clock is ticking: 
once they reach the age of 14, 
they’re classed as ‘unadoptable’ 
and turned away, “and they 


end up living on the streets 
or in mental institutions. Life 
doesn’t look good for them.” 

The Wauthiers are making 
slow but positive progress. 
They’ve been in touch with 
The Inter Country Adoption 
Centre since 2009, and began 
the process in earnest in 
September 2013. But the 
checks are thorough to say the 
least, including blood tests, 
family tree investigations and 
interviews with referees, “and 
if you have any ex partners 
you’ve lived with, they 
interview them as well. If you 
were going to have a baby, this 
would all be ridiculous!” she 
says with a laugh. 

It all costs too; Pippa reckons 
they’ll spend about £20,000 in 
total, “and we sold my flat in 
Cambridge to pay for it. But 
you don’t think about that, do 
you? 

“The thing is, IVF is as 
expensive, but in our eyes it’s 
much more risky. We were 
told that the chance of us 
getting pregnant was 5 per 
cent, whereas for adoption the 
success rate is 95 per cent. It’s 
a no-brainer, isn’t it? And there 
are children who need families, 
and we need a child. 

“I think more people should 
look at adoption,” she adds. 

“It’s everybody’s last choice, but 
it was always high on our list of 
ways to make a family.” 

Is she worried about how 
their adopted child will be 
treated back home, given 
that he or she will have both 
dwarfism and an ethnic 
difference? “Cambridge is such 
a multicultural, multi-racial 
city, so no; if I was worried 
about it I wouldn’t be doing it,” 
she says. 

“I think I’ll be worried 
about other things, like food, 
language, what age they’ll be, 
how much English will they 
know, and settling in and living 
in a family when they’re used to 
living in an orphanage. 

“No, if I worried too much 
about what the public think, 

I wouldn’t go out the front 
door. And,” she adds with a 
mischievous grin, “I might 
come up with some interesting 
stories just to keep them 
guessing ” 

Because, she insists, 
her overriding emotion is 
excitement. “I can’t wait. It feels 
like we’ve been waiting forever, 
and it can’t come soon enough. 

“I just wish more people 
could and would adopt from 
overseas, so that some of these 
children could know that 
they’re not alone, and there are 
lots of people like them in the 
world,” concludes Pippa. “And 
yes it’s a lot of money - but it’s 
cheap for the life of a child.”

Participants are asked 
about their activity levels, 
and coaches try to overcome 
problems with cost, confi¬ 
dence and awareness of 


local services for each indi¬ 
vidual. 

They also find out which 
sports or activities people 
are interested in.

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THE jealousy in the newsroom was palpable as I 
called Clare Balding. The one and only Clare Bald¬ 
ing, that is. Because really, how often do you get to 
speak to someone quite so impressive (even if they 
are almost certainly crunching through an apple 
during your chat)? 

You'll be pleased to know I did not come over 
all fan-girl, but only because Balding is far too 
professional and, well, normal, for that. 

At 43, the Hampshire-born sports broadcaster, 
BBC darling and Cambridge graduate, is a media 
force to reckon with. She is a champion of women's 
sports, an exemplary presenter and deftly handles 
the unavoidable spotlight that comes with being 
one of very few female sports journalists in the 
public eye, and also being gay. She's also spoken 
out on tackling thyroid cancer and overcoming an 
eating disorder she battled as an amateur jockey. 

Having already kicked off this year's Ely Literary 
Festival, she's returning to her student stomping 
ground for the one-day Cambridge Winter Literary 
Festival to talk about her new memoir, Walking 
Home: My Family, and Other Rambles. 

Drawing on her ingrained love of getting out 
and about and tramping through the English 
countryside, something she does with special guests 
on her Radio 4 programme, Ramblings, it follows on 
from her first book, My Animals and Other Family, 
which came out in 2012. 

My Animals, she explains, used the canines and 
racehorses she grew up with as a framework or 
"mental map" for plotting her life in print. 

"That gave me a really nice structure for telling 
stories," she says. "I thought this time I'd use 
something that's been really important and special 
to me in my adult life, which has been walking." 

The book shares not only snippets of her life, 
the people in it and her passion for walking, but

also "my belief in how important walking is for 
us as human beings and how much we need it. 
Sometimes [we need] to slow down and travel 
gently through the countryside." 

And this is her main aim, to encourage more 
people to don jackets, gloves and walking boots 
and brave the great old muddy, sunny, rainy, leaf- 
strewn, blustery outdoors. "I think my ultimate 
result would be for anyone who reads it to go: 

I wanna go walking this weekend! Let's go and 
explore somewhere new! I want to walk with my 
partner or with my children or with my parents! And 
to just get the pleasure from that really simple act." 

"And it's free!" she bursts out. "We have 
fantastic access in this country, we're so lucky at the 
variety of walks!" 

Balding admits that weaving her thoughts and 
feelings into a memoir, albeit for the second time, 
was still more than a little daunting. 

"Oh gosh, I mean it's quite nerve-wracking 
because you've put a lot of yourself into a book and 
you know that people are going to invest a lot of 
time in it," she says, musing: "It's a very intimate 
process I think, other people reading your written 
word, and it's so permanent, not like radio and 
television that's gone in a flash. You're creating 
something that is permanent, that's still going to 
exist in a hundred years' time - if they haven't all 
been burned," she sputters. "But you know what I

mean!" 

Balding started working in radio as a trainee on 
5Live and Radio 1 after graduating from Cambridge 
University in 1994. She read English at Newnham 
- where she's just been named an Honorary Fellow 
("a huge honour") - and, when she wasn't tearing 
through the literary greats, rowed endlessly and 
headed up the Cambridge Union Society (where 
she'll be talking for the Literary Festival). 

"Oh I loved it, I had a fantastic time" she buzzes, 
spinning off into a stream of memories. 

"Cycling through town first thing in the morning 
and getting down to the river, that crispness in the 
air, clambering into an old great big wooden boat 
and making it move, haha, and seeing swans on 
the river and just seeing the lights start to come 
on as everybody wakes up. I loved it. I loved the 
architecture, I loved the courtyards of the colleges 
and King's College Chapel; it's just a beautiful 
place." 

Currently Balding's favourite job (of many) is 
working on her live weekly BT Sport chat segment, 
The Clare Balding Show. "I really enjoy that, giving 
sports people a chance to talk at length about 
themselves, their career," she says. "We have a lot 
of fun on it as well, we do silly challenges and it 


gives me a chance to promote women's sport which 
I feel pretty strongly about." 

"Pretty strongly" is something of an 
understatement. Balding is one of the most 
outspoken and committed champion of women in 
sport there is. 

"I want to make a difference so you have to 
keep saying it, you have to keep pushing and you 
have to keep telling people that it could do with 
more coverage, more exposure, more information 
online, more coverage in newspapers, more chat 
about it on the radio," she says feverishly, almost 
angrily. "You know, women don't just pop up at the 
Olympics having done no sport for four years! 

"And things matter because we make them 
matter. You've got to have conversations about 
people and events to make it matter, otherwise, 
frankly, we're all just running round in circles or 
kicking a ball in a field."

Perfect time to 
put down roots 


THERE'S no better time to plant trees 
and conifers, particularly bare-root 
ones, when the plants are dormant but 
the soil is still warm enough for the 
roots to become established before 
spring. 

So if you're planting a tree during 
National Tree Week, which runs from 
November 29 to December 7, consider 
firstly your situation and how much 
space you have. 

Trees can create privacy, shade, dra¬ 
matic impact, colour and fruit, as well 
as movement and architectural form. 
The height and structure of the types 
you choose are as important in a small 
garden as they are in a large one. 

If you have a small space, consider 
choosing a narrow tree with minimal 
spread, which will provide height and 
structure. Alternatively, you may pre¬ 
fer one landmark spreading tree with a 
canopy which casts dappled shade but 
allows for some planting underneath. 
Compact 'weeping' trees, such as a 
weeping pear (Pyrus salicifolia) could 
be used as a focal point. If your space 
is really limited, you could plant a 
carefully trimmed tree in a large pot. 

Excellent trees for small gardens in-

elude Amelanchier lamarckii, pictured, 
whose graceful branches carry copper- 
hued new leaves in spring along with 
starry, white flowers. In autumn the 
leaves often colour brilliantly too. 

If you have room for two trees, try 
to combine two trees which have a 
different season of interest, such as a 
photinia-an evergreen with new red 
growth in late spring - and sorbus, 
which has lovely autumn hues and 
dazzling berries. 

If you are looking for flowers, 
consider one of the crab apple varie¬ 
ties, such as Malus floribunda, the 
Japanese crab, which is adorned with 
blush pink and white fragrant flowers 


in spring and is slow growing, or the 
Malus 'Royal Beauty', which bears 
deep red-purple flowers and small 
dark red fruits. 

Among the most suitable flower¬ 
ing trees for a confined space is the 
Prunus 'Amanogawa', an upright 
specimen with ascending branches 
which produces fragrant pink flowers 
in mid-spring. 

If you only have room for a pot, 
consider a Japanese maple, which will 
produce fantastic foliage colour, or a 
trimmed bay, photinia or olive tree. 

Bigger gardens offer more scope to 
house majestic oaks, horse chestnuts 
and lime trees. Just be aware of their 
impact on your views long-term be¬ 
cause you don't want them to screen 
your vista of the countryside. 

Recommended RHS AGM varieties 
to plant include Photinia fraseri 'Red 
Robin', Acer freemanii 'Autumn Blaze', 
Quercus palustris, Malus 'Evereste' 
and Sorbus vilmorinii. 

Trees planted in the autumn will ex¬ 
perience much less stress and will re¬ 
quire less watering and aftercare than 
trees planted in spring or summer. 

When planting, dig out a hole much

larger than the roots, at least 30cm 
(1ft) wider than the rootball and 30cm 
(12in) deeper and mix in good garden 
compost and a generous sprinkling of 
slow-release fertiliser. 

Stake your plant using a stake as 
long as the distance from the bottom 
of the hole to just below the first 
branch, plus 45cm (18in). It's easier to 
do it if the tree is removed, then once 
the stake has been driven in replace 
the tree, teasing its roots around the 
stake and make sure that the tree 
is held away from the stake with a 
buffer to stop it rubbing. Larger trees 
can be staked using three stakes in a 
triangle shape in the hole about 50cm 
(18in) from the stem of the tree. 

Add compost to the soil you are 
going to put back around the tree, 
firming it against the roots, but avoid 
heeling in on top of the rootball or 
you may damage the tree. Pile the soil 
around the tree to create a mound, so 
directing the water into the rootball.

This new car combines the high 
performance, driveability and com¬ 
fort of the Golf R hatchback, which 
was launched in March this year, 
with the spacious boot of the Golf 
Estate; this is the first time that the 
Golf R has been developed in an 
estate bodystyle. 

Like its hatchback sibling, the Golf 
R Estate is powered by a 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder turbocharged TSI pet¬ 
rol engine which develops 300PS 
from 5,500 to 6,200rpm. Maximum 
torque of 380Nm is available from 
just l,800rpm right up to 5,500rpm 
and is channelled via a standard six- 
speed dual-clutch gearbox (DSG) to 
the permanent 4MOTION all-wheel 
drive. Distribution of the power 
across all four wheels guarantees 
maximum traction, performance 
and active safety. 

Ensuring dynamic performance 
are sport suspension (lowered by 
20mm), Volkswagen’s innovative 
progressive steering system and ‘ESC 
Sport’ mode which can be deactivat¬ 
ed for use on a race track if desired. 
Optional highlights include the new¬ 
est generation of the DCC adaptive

The Golf R Estate’s engine com¬ 
bines with these features to ensure 
safe but swift performance: stand¬ 
still to 50mph takes just 3.8* seconds, 
and to 62mph 5.1* seconds, while top 
speed is electronically limited to 
155mph.
